BUILDING  PERMISSION  ANNOUNCED 

The  department  of  University  Affairs  has  authorized  the 
University  of  Toronto  to  extend  the  existing  building  of  Erindale 
College  so  that  it  can  handle  the  increased  enrolment  expected 
next  year. 

The  present  building  has  an  area  of  58,000  sq.ft.  and  the 
addition  of  ^2,000  sq.ft.  will  nearly  double  it.  Included  in  the 
addition  will  be  two  large  lecture  rooms,  twelve  seminar  rooms, 
faculty  offices,  a  snack  bar  and  faculty  common  room  to  provide 
additional  facilities  to  those  now  offered  in  the  cafeteria.  The 
library  is  to  be  approximately  doubled. 

By  extending  the  existing  building  eastward  over  the  parking 
lot  construction  will  be  facilitated  since  the  services  will  only 
have  to  be  extended.  The  design  and  appearance  of  the  new  wing 
will  entirely  conform  with  the  present  building.  Needless  to  say 
additional  parking  will  also  be  provided. 

This  extension  does  not  affect  plans  for  the  main  building, 
the  foundations  of  which  are  now  being  constructed  in  the  south- 
ern end  of  the  campus,  but  which  cannot  possibly  be  ready  by 
next  September. 

Two  additional  small  pieces  of  construction  have  also  been 
undertaken.  A  former  residence  on  the  property  which  had  been 
acquired  by  the  University  has  been  altered  to  provide  a  student 
centre  and  is  now  open.  Elsewhere  on  the  campus  a  small  research 
building  has  been  constructed  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out 
sensitive  magnetic  and  electrical  measurements.  It  has  been 
placed  in  an  out  of  the  way  place  on  the  campus  to  be  far  removed 
from  stray  electric  currents. 

One  of  the  chief  users  will  be  Professor  David  Strangway  who 
has  a  contract  with  N.A.S.A.  to  measure  magnetic  properties  of 
samples  of  moon  rock  when  these  have  been  brought  back  by  astro- 
nauts. This  building  has  therefore  been  christened  the  lunar  labule 
for  studying  moon  picked  nodules  I
